erected to commenKirate the Battle of 
Bennington crowded this little town to 
overflowing yesterdiiy. The preBence 
of the president of the United St«te8 
and members of hin cabinet, a* well as 
the goTemors of three of the forty- 
fonr states, gare the CTMit A BON than 
local interest. 

The apprehensions of rain entertained 
proved groundless and Bennington's 
great day dawned clt-ar Jind beautiful, 
and at an early hour all was buotle and 
stir with the arriving of many thousands 
of visitors to join the thoutiands already 
here, the martial music of marching 
bodies and the hurry of preparations for 
the pande. It seems ae though the sur- 
ronnding country for miles had emptied 
its entire iwpulation into the historic 
town. The decorations, so elaborate 
and beautiful, were spared the expected 
damDening and were tne admiration and 
wonaer or every rural eye. 

Colonel W. Seward Webb, accom- 
panied by a (irand Army post, escorted 
President Harrison from General McCul- 
longh's house to the soldiers' home, 
where Governor Page and all the living 
ez-govemors of tlie state were waiting 
to greet him. The president alighted 
from his carriage and was escorted into 
the house, where he remained a short 
time while he was introduced to the dis- 
tinguished guests. He then resumed hia 
place in the carriage which with the 
other vehicles took their plac ee in the line. 

At 9 o'clock the guns of Fuller's bat- 
tery boomed the signal for the forma- 
tion of divisions, and at 10::{0 o'clock the 
IMrooeeaion move<l with the Putnam 
tdtalaaz of Hartford, the position of 
bonor ■■ eecort to the president in the 
Tan. with a score of carriages following 
oootaining the distinguished guests. 

The camp groiuKls, where the sol- 
diers' home is eituateid and where the 
Vermont national gnard ha« been in 
camp for several days, was fille<l with 
people when the procession move-l. The 
president doffed his hat in salute to 
every manifestation of applause, and to 
keep the fierce ny» of the ann fh>m his 
bead. Cokmel Wobb held aa vmbrdla 
oxer him. 

The pr^es-sion, aa it paaeed through 
the streets to the monument grounds, 
waa viewed by thousands of people, the 
president and many features of the 
pageant received generous applause. 
The president left the line at the review- 
ing stand and the column passed before 
huB. The proceaaion continued its 
march to the masaive and lofty pillar 
which will tell generations yet unborn 
of the patriotism of the Oreen Mountain 
Boys of 17T7. Here the first diviaioD, 
except batteries, waa ininfl on the 
west side of the monument; the second 
and third division, except carriages, on 
the east side. The batteriea then took 
positions and fired a aattonal Mdnte of 
twenty-one guns. . 

Meantime the president and party, the 
orator of the dav, Hon. Edward J. 
Phelps, Governor Page and other distin- 
gniahed spieakerH and guests, with the 
representatives of the press about forty 
people in all, bad taken their positions 
on the platloi-m at the base of the monu- 
ment. Around and about the open 
■paces were black with the mnltitnaee, 
gatliered from mnny states, to witness 
the ceremony of the dedication. 

When all were in their places and 
quiet had been lecnred Hon. Wheelock 
G. Veasey, ez-commander-in-chief of 
the Grand Army, advanced to the front 
of the platform and addressed the vast 
concourse. Rev. Charles Parkhnrst. D. 
D.. of Boston, editor of The Zion Her- 
ald, then offered prayer, the assemb'cd 
thousands assuming si reverent attitude 
during the delivery. At the conclusion 
of the prarcr GoTeirnor C. 8. Page 'km 
intvoduoad and deUvirad the adoNss of 
welomne. 

The governor's remarks were hand- 
somely applauded, and ex-Governor 
Presoott, of New Hampshire, president 
of Bennington Battle llonumentassocia- 
tka, was rectfived with enthusiasm as he 
atepiied forward to transfer tba monu* 
ment, the result of the association's 
manv years of effort, to the care and 
keeping of the state. 

GFovemor Page accepted the noble of- 
fering in a brief but appropriate spe;-cb. 

Music followed and the presiaent of 
the day, Cieneral Veasey came, forward 
leading the distinguished scholar, diplo- 
mat and orator Hon. Edward J. 
Phelps. A roar of applause greeted 
their appearance, and when the last 
mnmur had died awajr Mr. Phelps de- 
livered the oradon of tne day. 

The oration was interrupted by fre- 
quent applause from the attentive audi- 
ence. At its conclusion President Har- 
rison was introduced. He made a brief 
extempore speech, after which there 
was a selection by the band and Rev. 
Charles Parkhurst pronounced the bene- 
diction. The procession then reformed 
in its original order and marched 
through Monument avenue. Main street 
and Jiorth street to Camp Vermont, 
where tibe troops were dismissed. Many 
of the other organizations had dropped 
out along the line of march. 

The president and his escort were 
driven immediately to the large tent 
near the soldiers' home wh«re a banquet 
completed the exercises of the day. 

The banquet waa held in a larse tent 
on the grounds of the soldiers' home at 
4 o'clock. Tables had been se t for 8,500 
persons, but they were insnfBcient to ac- 
commodate all who desired to partici- 
pate in the festivities. There were prob- 
ably 6,000 persons ptusnt wlMB ttie ban- 
quet began. 

Ameeong of the representativee of 
the several state societies of the Sons of 
the American Revolution was held at the 
auidiiirs' home, at which the Jtlon.
